RAILWAY MAIL SKBVICK. 


The Kulea by which Appointments 


Will be Governed Hereafter. 


The Civil Service Commission has 


made public tbe rules to govern the 
lUilway Mail Service, which was re- 
cently placed under the control of the 
Civil Service law by the President. All 
employr / will remain in the service un- 
til remoT \ for cause, or as they die or 
resign, a, ; all come under the Civil 
Service rules except the General Super- 
intendent and Assistant Superintendent. 
The examination for appointment will 
consist of tbe regular Civil Service ques- 
tions, with additions relating to tbe 
railway mail systems in tbe State or 
Territory where tbe applicant resides. 
Examining boards will be placed in each 
railway mail division, and vacancies 
will be filled from eligible candidates in 
the States where the vacancy occurs 
The applicant must pass the examination 
by at least 70 per cent, to be eligible. 
All applicants must be between eighteen 
aud thirty-five years ol age to be eligi- 
ble, except in the oases of honorably 
discharged soldiers or sailors not dis- 
abled, who will be examined regardless 
of age. 
Appointments will be renom- 


meuded by the division supeiiutcndents 
from the lists of eligible candidates.

Nevada.'* Senator !»' ounces the New 


Fro.ChlneM> Labor Agitation. 


WASHINGTON, January 6th.—Senator 


Stewart was asked to-day by yonr cor- 
respondent what he thought of tbe agi- 
tation by the leading Democratic news- 
papers of San Francisco for tbe admis- 
sion of the Chinese, after the doors have 
been practically closed against them by 
Congressional legislation. The Senator 
replied: 


"I think it very foolish and inconsist- 


ent, and will not receive the approbation 
of one person in one hnndrett on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Very likely there is some 
temporary inconvenience occasioned by 
the exclusion ol tbe Chinese. It breaks 
a tabor system long established, and of 
course is temporarily embarrassing to 
tbe fruit-growers, railroad builders and 
others who have relied upon Chinese 
labor. Snob, difficulties will soon 'pass 
away. There will soon be an abundant 
supply of white labor to take tbe places 
of tbe Chinese when they are gone. 
White men are unwilling to emigrate 
to California to labor in ooinpetiliun with 
the Chinese, bat when tbe field of labor 
is opened by the removal of the latter 
there will bs an increased immigration 
of white men who will bmld op this 
country, establish homes, and maintain 
American civilization. 
If no Chinese 


had ever come to tbe Pacific Coast, tbe 
white popula'ion would have been more 
than double what it is to-day. 
No part 


of the United States, or any other coun- 
try under the sun, is go inviting to the 
industrious and enterprising immigrant 
us California. 
Tbe climate is more 


healthy and the soil more productive 
than any other section of tbe United 
States. 
When the water available for 


irrigation i<t utilized there is room in 
California for a va-tt population. Twenty 
millions of people could livn aud pros- 
per in that State if her natural resources 
were available. The whole Coast will soon 
see tbe effects of excluding tbe Chinese 
by the coming of large numbers of desir- 
able ppracEB to*>eoome citizens, largely 
from the older States where the climate 
is more rigorous, tLe soil lens produc- 
tive, and the advantages for obtaining 
the comforts of life far less abundant. 
To again open the gates to Chinese im- 
migration would be moht disastrous. It 
would ba the permanent dedication of 
the fairest section of tbe Uuited States 
to a race that would necessarily exclude 
Anglo-Saxon civilization and maintain 
the
